THE interesting discussion now goin^ 
on as to the identity of the P. S. Ney, 
who taught schools in the Carolinas 
and Virginia half a century ago with 
the celebrated Marshal Ney, of France, 
who according to history, was executed 
in Luxembourg Garden, December 7, 
1815, revives recollections of the pleas- 
ant fiction which ran through the 
pages of Futnam's 
Monthly 
some 
thirty years ago or jnore, in which it 
was sought to identify the Kev. Eleazer 
Williams with the lost Bourbon, Louis 
XVIL 
The discussion was an ingen- 
ious one, but hardly more so that the 
present effort to make it appear that 
Marshal Ney, instead of being shot, 
escaped to this country and became a 
Southern pedagogue. 
Right at this 
point, however, there is a missing link 
of -vital consequence. 
History tells us 
that Marshal Ney was an illiterate man. 
At best he received only a scanty edu- 
cation, which ended when he was 17 
years of age. At 18 he entered the 
army and began the career of a soldier, 
which was only terminated by death. 
He had no opportunities to study any 
lessons except the stem ones of battle. 
Even if the statement be correct, that 
he came to this country in 1816, the 
year after history says he was shot, he 
had no time to perfect his education, 
for according to the new history he was 
teaching Latin, Greek, and the higher 
mathematics after he arrived here. 
Men at the age of 50, without any pre- 
vious acquaintance with dead languages 
a n d mathematics, d o not acquire them 
in a year or two, and especially with 
such proficiency as to teach them. 
There can be no question that Marshal 
Ney was an uneducated man, that all 
the instruction he received—which was 
of a very crude kind—dates back of his 
17th year, and that from his 17th to his 
40th year he was in contiuous active 
military service, with no opportunity to 
study. It will now l)e necessary to 
show that Marshal Ney was a finely-ed- 
ucated man prior to the time he is al- 
leged to have come to this country, 
or that in some mysterious way he was 
educated after he arrived here. If that 
can be shown an important link will be 
supplied in the question of identity; 
bnt even then it will be difficult to con- 
vince any one that the Marshal Ney, 
who was shot by his Bourbon enemies, 
pronounced dead by Bourbon surgeons, 
buried in Fere la Chaise, and whose 
memoirs were published by his own 
widow and children, escaped the pen- 
alty of death by his own shrewdness, 
fled from France, and lived many years 
as a school-teacher in the Ciurolinas.

To His Honor the Mayor and Common Coun 
cll. 
I respectfully report: 
1. 1 have been in consultation, with Mayor 
Nelson, of Loganeport. In reference to« join- 
i n g of cities in making contest against claims 
for damages for infringement by Dr. Walker, 
assignee of Brugg & Seibert, on alleged pat- 
ent fire engine houge appliances. 
Mayor 
Nelson will see " 
the common 
Izmg the proper 
sary s ^ s to contest said claim. The city of 
Terre Haute has already been sued, and the 
attorney for that city Is desirous that Fort 
Wayne, Logansport and other cities join with 
Terre Haute in making a vigorous resistance 
to wnat we all believe to be an unfounded 
claim. I respectfully 
recommend 
that 
proper committee be authorized to take all 
steps proper to join the Indiana cities to- 
gether in making such united contest. By so 
doing,'tbe expense would be greatly lessened 
as each city would contribute its share, and 
secure by a vigorous resistance a full and fair 
trial. 


2. I have carefully examined the facts in 
the case of Sullivan vs. City. 
This is an ac 
tion brought by Sullivan to recover damages 
alleged to have been suffered by him by rea- 
son of injuries sustained in running a large 
nail or spike into the ball of his foot, carrying 
with it into the wound a piece of the rubber 
boot which he wore at the time. 
The injury 
was of so serious a nature as to render him 
incapable of any labor for about four months, 
and necessitating medical treatment. The 
injury was received on Calhoun street near 
Snttenfield street. The sidewalk was one.of 
the old plank ones cullt many years ago. The 
planks were somewhat broken and decayed 
and the one particular one was turned over 
It was this one that the nail or spike project- 
ed from, and on which plaintiff stepped in th© 
dark and received his injuries. 
If the coun- 
cil's committee should believe the facts to be 
as the plaintiff's witnesses claim, I would 
recommend that the cause be compromised, 
as he agrees to accept 1350 in full payment of 
all damages. If the jury should find the lia- 
bility of the city, they would not scruple in 
giylDg liberal damages, which would be such 
sum as would compensate plaintiff for loss of 
time, 
medical 
attention, 
expenses 
of 
sickness, 
with 
a 
reasonable 
allowance 
for 
pain 
and suffering. 
Inasmuch as in the Breese case for much 
lighter Injuries the jury awarded over a thou- 
sand dollars damages, I would recommend 
that the matter be referred to the finance 
committee and mayor with power to act. 
3. I have prepared and reported the proper 
resolution for annexation of the Catholic 
Orphan asylum premises to the limits of the 
city. I have likewise prepared and reported 
the Centllvre street car ordinance which 
should ffo to the proper committee before 
being passed. 
4. In the matter of the removal of the 
Western Union Telegraph company's poles 
and wires from off Calhoun street I report 
that under authority vested in me by the reso- 
lution of the council I served notice on the 
company's agent that unless the poles were 
removed by the company or the city enjeined 
by court the street commissioner would re- 
move the same, whereupon the company, by 
its attorneys, Coffroth & Stuart, of Lafayette, 
and Morris & Bell, of this city, obtained upon 
their application an Injunction restraining the 
city from interfering with said lines until the 
2l8t instant. 
The company allege 
many 
grounds why such removal should not be 
made, but the main reason or ground is that 
by an act of congress said company was given 
upon condition accepted the right to plant Its 
)oles and string its wires upon all post roads 
n the United States and that by the law mak- 
ing our city a city of free delivery Calhoun 
street became a post road, and that therefore 
our city cannot denv them a right granted by 
the general government. I believe that the 
occupation of the street by the company is a 
simple license ; that the iicense may at any 
time be revoked by the common oouncJl; that 
t h e act of congress referred to in no manner 
undertidEes to Interfere with the exclusive 
control of our streets and hlerhways in IncOr- 
corporated oltles of the different states. The 
court will most likely dissolve the Injunction 
on the Slst f nst.. when, if the cause is not ap- 
;>ealed to the supreme court, the removal will 
^ake place. 
5. In reference to the resolution of Coun- 
cilman JIaiber with reference to the flllinK up

the land were Inconsistent with the excercise 
of the publlb easment therein, as a street,

it seems to us that the original easement of 
the public In such street as once viewed and 
attached to the strip of land, constituting the 
street as an active and existing estate In the 
land, which the owner of the fee therein, who- 
ever he might be, would not lawfully obstruct 
or destroy. 
6. The committee on waterworks have re- 
quested my opinion with reference to the 
UabiUty of the city in case of drowning at the 
reservoir by reason of no barrleades existing 
thereon.
